I feel that’s a very selfish 
attitude and it makes me very uncomfortable.”

The cover design was created by 
the Hi-O-Hi/Yeobook staff and 
Naomi Nelson of Jostens State 
College Plant. The cover was pad- 
ded on 150 point Davey Board. 
The base material was Leathertone 
Blue Shadow #493. The craftline 
cover used an embossing die of a 
work by Leonardo da Vinci. Cover 
copy was silk-screened on the front 
lid and backbone in 42 point Times 
Roman in Metallic Silver ink 
#329. 

The endsheets were designed by 
the Hi-O-Hi/Yeobook staff on 
sterling silver #420 stock. The 
school seal and this colophon were 


printed in Navy Blue ink #540. 

Our film was processed and our 
photographs printed by Davor 
Photography, Bensalem, Pennsyl- 
vania.

Candid and Section photographs 
were taken with 35mm and me- 
dium format film. 

The book is smyth-sewn in 16 
page signatures, trimmed to 9” x 
12”, and squared-backed. 

In addition to black ink used 
throughout the book, there are two 
multiples of process color. 

All caption and body copy are 
printed in 8 and 10 point Times — 
Roman using the school’s choice of 
type styles and sizes for headlines 
and other copy treatments. 

Portions of the 1995 Hi-O-Hi/ 
Yeobook were produced using Jos- 
tens Yeartech™ software in com- 
bination with Aldus Pagemaker 
4.2™. All computer generated 
pages were done on a Macintosh 
LCIII computer.
